wherein the toner particles comprise a polymeric binder; and 

b) a charge control adjuvant having limited solubility 1n 
the liquid carrier.

A system for printing a liquid toner, comprising 

a) a liquid electrographlc toner composition comprising: 

i) a liquid carrier having a Kaur1~Butanol number less than 
about 30 mL, 

1 i ) a plurality of charged toner particles dispersed in the 
liquid carrier, 

wherein the toner particles comprise a polymeric binder; and 

b) a charge control adjuvant dispersed in a matrix, wherein 
the matrix has limited solubility in the liquid carrier.

A system for printing a liquid toner, comprising 

a) a liquid electrographlc toner composition comprising: 

I) a liquid carrier having a Kaurl-Butanol number less than 
about 30 mL, 

II) a plurality of charged toner particles dispersed 1n the 
liquid carrier, 

wherein the toner particles comprise a polymeric binder; and 

b) a charge control adjuvant encapsulated within a matrix to 
form microcapsules, wherein the matrix has limited 
solubility 1n the liquid carrier.
